sented; they do not accept him as their 
Messiah but say he was a good man; a 
Jewish patriot striving to free his country 
from Roman bondage; that the Jews did 
not put him to death, but the Romans 
crucified him for treason to the Roman 
government; that the Jews who figured in 
the transaction were renegades, who had 
accepted office under their conquerors, and 
were working in their interest for the profit 
it brought them. 

Again I hold that the history of Jesus of 
Nazareth is fully as well anthenticated as 
the history of any eminent man who lived 
as long ago; his four historians agreeing in 
all material points, and varying enough in 
phraseology to show there was no collusion 
in the matter. If the New Testament had 
been the work of impostors, of the corrupt 
pagan priests of the fourth century, as Mr. 
Cowles supposes, they would have left none 
of those inconsistencies; none of the ap- 
parent contradictions, which enabled him to 
decide it untrue from internal evidence, 
Those priests were learned and shrewd; 
they would have made the history perfectly 

in all its parts, without fault or 
blemish. \ 

Finally, I cannot see why any friend of 
spirit communion should want to discredit the 
best, if not the only reliable evidence we 
have, of spirit communion in the early 7 — 
of the world.
